May it please Your Excellency: 

We Lave the honour to submit to you our Thirty-third Annual 
Report on the Dublin Hospitals which receive grants from 
Parliament, showing tlioir condition and operation for the year 
ended 31st March, 1891. 

These are : — 

1. Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. Hardwicke Fover Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens's Hospital. 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. Royal Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion 

of the Concordatum Fund. 

Our inspections were made as heretofore without any previous 
notification to the officials of the several Hospitals. On these 
occasions we carefully inquired into the condition of each Hospital 
to ascertain if the buildings' were in good order and if due 
care were bestowed on ventilation, drainage, cleanliness, and the 
proportion of inmates to space. 

We examined the dietaries in use, and the manner of serving 
the food to the patients, and inquired into the nursing arrange- 
ments, and such other matters as might assist us to supervise 
these Hospitals, and report thereon in accordance with the Act 
19 and 20 Vic., cap. 110.

In most ol these Hospitals applicants are admitted without 
any recommendation, and merely, from being considered, on 
examination by the Medical Attendants, to bo fit objects for 
Hospital treatment. 

As cholera had during the year resulted in the loss of a large 
number of lives in the South of Europe, and as two cases had 
been reported in London, wo deemed it of the utmost importance 
to ascertain that due provision existed for the reception and 
treatment of the first cases that might appear should the epidemic 
extend to this city. 

With this view we issued the circular No. 1. Appendix. The 
reply received from each Hospital is given in No. 2 Appendix. 

During the year wo have not been called upon to institute any 
inquiry for culpable irregularity or want of discipline on the part 
of nurses or attendants, nor have any urgent or well-founded 
complaints been preferred by patients or by their friends. 

As the tendency of public .opinion of late has been to require 
nurses to possess more extended knowledge than has heretofore 
been considered necessary, it would be desirable that a Medical 
Officer should ho specially deputed to afford them all needful in- 
struction as to the administration of medicines, and to teach them 
what they should know about medical and surgical cases, as well 
as hygienic subjects. 

Considering that special or invalid diet is often absolutely 
essential to promote recovery in certain cases, it would also, in 
our opinion, be very desirable that a skilled person should teach 
the most approved methods of proparing such food. 

The statistical information in the body of this Report, and in 
the various Appendices, is set forth upon a uniform plan, with a 
view to an annual digest and comparison. 

On the 1st of April, 1800, there remained 690 patients in these 
Hospitals under the supervision of our Board. 

The number admitted during the year was 8,614, making the 
whole number under treatment 9,304, of whom 8,221 left the 
wards either cured or relieved, or were discharged for other 
causes, and 374 died. 

Seven hundred and nine patients remained under treatment 
in these Hospitals on the 31st March, 1891, 

Exclusive of Incurables, the mortality was 4 per cent, on those 
treated to a termination. 

The total average number of bods occupied in these Hospitals 
throughout the year was 69508. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient under treatment 
(omitting the inmates of the Royal Hospital for Incurables) 
averaged 2026 days. 

Appendix. — Table No. 1 shows a list of diseases of patients 
treated in the several Hospitals and the number that died of any 
particular disease during tho year ended 31st March, 1891. 

Table No. 2 shows tho average cost per bed occupied 
throughout tho year ending 31st March, 1891, for maintenance

Hospital, the mortality per cent., the average daily number of 
beds occupied during the year, and the present extent of accom- 
modation for each class of patients. 

Table No. 6 shows the prices of articles supplied to each 
Hospital per contract or otherwise. 

Table No. 7 gives the various dietaries in uso in each Hospital. 

Table No. 8 gives the names of the Governors of each Hospital, 
and number of attendances during the year. 


Lock Hospital. 

Independent of the advantages of experienced professional 
treatment, the patients receive so far as wo could ascertain every 
kindly attention from tlio matron and nurses. We found the 
wards clean and well ventilated, the bod-clothes were neatly ar- 
ranged and in fair condition, but flic blankets appeared on a few 
of the beds rather worn. 

The ablutionary arrangements and lavatories for the patients 
appeared capable of much improvement ; wo observed one round- 
towel in common use in each ward, but wo were informed that 
these rollers were frequently changed; wo consider, however, for 
obvious reasons, that each pationt should bo supplied with a 
separate towel. 

The baths are of an old pattern, and the supply of hot water 
is insufficient ; in connection with this department, other appli- 
ances adapted for the more modern methods of medication are 
required. 

The structural defects of the basement store-rooms we have 
previously commented on in former Reports. 

With regard to the laundry, we are of opinion that its position 
is faulty, and we have at all times pointed out that in Hospitals 
no washing should be done in or near the wards, as the fumes 
generated must prove unpleasant and injurious to tlio inmates. 

All the patients in the Hospital had an opportunity of telling us 
their wants or complaints, but nothing worthy of note was brought 
to our notice, anrl no one made any charge against the attendants. 
We are, however, aware that patients are generally unwilling to 
complain. Wo leavnod with regret that patients do not avail 
themselves of this Hospital until their disease has become aggra- 
vated or confirmed by delay or neglect, and unfortunately they 
too frequently demand then- discharge incompletely cured. 

This subject merits the most careful consideration of the Gov- 
ernors, and it has been suggested, with the view of preventing 
the spread of disease, that provision should be made to enable 
the authorities to have power to dotain patients until entirely 
recovered. This arrangement would bo a departure from the 
principle of perfect freedom of Hospital relief, and would also, in

our opinion, be attended with doubtful success, as it would tend 
to prevent patients from seeking admission, except those driven 
to do so by pain and misery, or disfigurement. 

Patients during their stay in Hospital are required to wear 
the Hospital uniform. A certain number who give hope of 
reformation are employed as assistants, nurses, and laundry-maids • 
in these capacities they get better rations than the other patients! 
and in addition to clothing, receive each a small sum annually as 
wages. Other patients assist in cleaning the wards, scrubbing the 
floors, passages, and performing other menial work. 

On the day of inspection many of the patients were unemployed 
and appeared listless and depressed. 

To devise suitable occupation for them would require much 
ingenuity, but wc are of opinion that more coloured prints on 
the walls would have a brightening influence on invalids, and 
that a proper supply of books and newspapers, under the super- 
vision of the chaplains, would tend much to relieve a dreary and 
monotonous existence in these wards. 

The samples of food which we examined were of good quality 
and the cooking was satisfactory, but a greater variety of diet is 
desirable and would serve as a means of contentment. 

It is to be regretted that the Hospital is so unfavourably situ- 
ated in a densely populated locality, being overlooked on all sides, 

• and having no available ground around it, where convalescent 
patients might have proper air and exercise. 

In our last Report we stated “ that if a Hospital for diseases 
of this class were housed in a better and more salubrious position, 
and otherwise made more cheerful, its operations would be more 
successful than they now are.” These points we have alluded to 
in the hope that every means may be adopted to induce patients 
to enter Hospital at the earliest stage of their disease, and to 
remain there voluntarily till cured. It is, in our opinion, highly 
desirable that the management of such an institution, and the 
surroundings of the patients, should bo as far as possible assimi- 
lated to those of Hospitals which aro not specially devoted to 
venereal diseases, and that as little as possible should be done to 
remind the inmates of the distinction between them and the 
patients of general Hospitals. We have, therefore, learned with 
much satisfaction that means have been taken to extend to this 
Hospital the great advantages which other institutions derive 
from the ministrations of benevolent ladies as visitors, and we 
doubt not that if the charitable sympathy of these ladies is 
encouraged, most beneficial results will accrue both to the ad- 
ministration of the Hospital generally and to the chances of 
reclaiming the inmates from their mode of life. 

If a plot of land could be acquired in some position in the 
outskirts of Dublin, and a new Look Hospital erected, some- 
what in a similar manner to the Hospital for Incurables, it would 
be a very great benefit. This would perhaps suggest itself to the 
charitable among the wealthy citizens as a great boon to the city. 

There were 58 patients in this institution on the 1st of April, 
1890 ; 635 were admitted, and 15 infanta were born in the house

during the year ; 623 patients were discharged ; 10 died ; and 75 
remained on the 31st March, 1891. 

The mortality was T58 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 36132 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 70'17. 

Steevens’s Hospital. 

The wards are well ventilated, and their cleanliness and order 
deserve a favourable roport from ns. 

The nursing arrangements appear to be well carried out, and 
several patients testified to us as to the care and attention 
bestowed on them. 

We ascertained that the linen supply was sufficient, and that 
each ward was provided with towels for the use of patients ; and 
those who are unable to perform ablution in the lavatories are 
attended each morning by a nurse who is responsible for their 
personal cleanliness. 

Wa observed that the cards over each bed carefully noted the 
name and the age of the patient, but the history of the ease and 
the progress of the disease were not recorded, which we were 
informed was owing to the insufficient number of clinical 
assistants. 

As the average number of patients has been for a considerable 
time lower than usual, wo suggest that the wards might be 
occupied in rotation, so that one or two should bo kept vacant 
during part of the year for thorough cleansing and exposure to 
air and sunlight, by which means a more perfect sanitary con- 
dition would be insured. 

We were pleased to perceive a great improvement in respect of 
cleanliness and tidiness in the. men’s syphilitic ward, but we 
strongly advocate the employment of a male attendant instead of 
a female nurse for this class of patients. 

We examined the food and found it of good quality, and the 
kitchen appliances of the best description. 

The manner of preparing the tea was again the subject of 
remark ; but the matron informed us that other arrangements 
are contemplated, and we hope to report next year that the 
opinions expressed by the Board on this matter have had 
effect. 

The compounding department is sufficiently commodious and 
well lighted, and appears to be well managed. Medicines are 
supplied at contract prices, and accounts are paid monthly. 
The dispenser orders the drugs that may be required, ^e 
are of opinion that in all Hospitals lists and contract prices of 
drugs required from time to time should bo submitted to a sub- 
committee of the medical staff, and means taken if necessary 
to assure the purity of the supply before their approval of the 
contract is recorded. By this arrangement excessive expenditure 
is likely to be controlled, > 
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8 Thirty -tkwd Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals : 

The mortuary is not quite in keeping with modern views! 
We consider there should be two apartments— one in which 
the friends of the patient who has died may meet for the 
funeral, the other should be suitably furnished for making post- 
mortem examinations. The same apartment ought not to serve 
for these two purposes. 

We regret to understand that in consequence of the defalca- 
tions of a Registrar of the Hospital, referred to in our last Report, 
a severe loss has been sustained by the Institution. It is to be 
hoped that, in the new arrangements which have been made for 
the financial management of the Hospital, due precautions 
have been taken to prevent the possibility of the recurrence 
of such a loss. 

On the 1st of April, 1890, 83 patients remained in Hospital; 
1,146 were admitted during the year ; 1,108 were discharged ; 39 
died ; and 82 remained on the 31st March, 1891. 

The mortality was 3'40 per cent, on the total treated to a 
termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 22-96 
days, and the average daily number of bods occupied during the 
year was 77-30. 


The Meatii Hospital 

The condition of this Hospital gives ovidence of its being 
conducted in all its departments with distinguished ability. 

We can speak in the highest praise of the excellence of the food, 
the cleanliness of the wards, and the intelligence and tidiness of the 
nurses. We observed that presses have been provided for each 
of the wards, in which are kept all poisonous lotions, liniments, 
&c., under lock and key ; thus hindering patients having access 
to them, and preventing, as far as possible, an accident occur- 
ring, 

We regret again to report that, on the day of inspection, the 
male accident ward was overcrowded, and the beds were all 
occupied, and in too close juxtaposition. 

This ward is evidently not sufficiently spacious for the- number 
of accidents which are brought here. 

This increase of pressure on the ward accommodation may be 
attributed to the crowded traffic of our thoroughfares, the 
extended use of machinery, and the dangerous character of the 
work done at railways, mills, and similar establishments in the 
vicinity. 

We, therefore, earnestly hope that oxtonded accommodation 
may be provided to enable the increased surgical work to be 
carried on more efficiently. 

We visited the out-patients' department, which is a detached 
building from the Hospital, and observed with satisfaction the 
several structural improvements which have been made, at a cost 
of nearly £100, since our last inspection.

A medical officer attends daily, and examines and treats a great 
variety of cases, which practice we consider eminently instructive 
and useful to advanced students. 

There were 99 patients in this Hospital at the commencement 
of the year; 1,211 were admitted; 1,131 discharged; 82 died; 
and 97 remained on the 31st March, 1891. 

The mortality was 6 '7 6 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 26'58 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 95'40. 


Cork-street Fever Hospital 

Every department of this Hospital is in a satisfactory condition, 
the patients are well attended to, and the order and regularity 
which prevail deserve high commendation. 

On the day of inspection there were but 28 patients under 
treatment, but available accommodation exists at all times to 
meet the requirements of any epidemic that is likely to visit this 
city. 

We observed several wards unoccupied and were informed that 
they were kept available for the segregation of the different 
classes of Fever cases. This arrangement we highly approve of 
as being both advantageous to the patients under treatment and 
preventing the spread of disease. 

The general sanitary improvements in the city, and the com- 
parative efficiency with which the pnblic health regulations are 
now carried out, appear to have considerably lessened within the 
last few years the prevalence of the different forms of Fever, 

It is also satisfactory to record that the Managing Committee 
of this Hospital afford every facility for the prompt admission 
and treatment of all contagious cases. 

We are glad to report that tho misunderstanding which recently 
had arisen between the South and North Dublin Unions and the 
Managing Committee of this Hospital regarding tho payment as 
agreed on for Fever patients • from these institutions has been 
finally settled. 

The heating of the Recovory and Epidemic houses having 
proved successful since the introduction of the Musgravo heating 
stoves, and the long pipes extending up the wall of the stairs, 
the Managing Committee purpose carrying out the same arrange- 
ments in the Fever House. 

This method of heating has stood the test of the last severe 
winter, and we were informed that at all times there was no 
difficulty in maintaining a sufficiently high temperature com- 
bined with perfect ventilation. 

Since our last inspection the Fever House floor has been re- 
flagged and the large kitchen floor concreted.

The boundary wall has been repaired and coped with Portland 
cement. 

We have been informed that the Managing Committee hope to 
be able during the ensuing summer to replace the Wooden House, 
used as an emergency hospital in case of epidemics, by a suitable 
brick and stone structure. 

At the commencement of the year 23 patients remained in the 
Hospital; 469 were admitted; 42a wore discharged ; 41 died; 
and 26 remained on the 31st of March, 1891. 

The mortality was 8'79 per cent, on those treated to a termina- 
tion. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 31'72, and the 
time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 23'53 days. 


House of Industry Hospitals. 

On the occasion of our visit to this institution we inquired 
closely into the various matters connected with its management. 
We were mnch gratified by the order, regularity, and cleanliness 
which prevailed in the several departments. The patients were 
treated with all the care and attention which their condition 
requires. 

The rations were of good quality, and the kitchen accom- 
modation and cooking utensils sufficient and in good order. 

We were pleased to find the flooring of the wards and cor- 
ridors stained and varnished, which renders the surface to a 
great extent non-absorbent. 

This method of treating the floors wc have for many yearn 
recommended as a substitute for the washing and scrubbing. 
If floors are not of impervious materials they are sure to 
become saturated with organic matter, and only require moisture 
to give off dangerous emanations. 

Prescription and diet cards, together with the history of the 
case properly filled up, are kept over, each bed, by which 
means accurate and immediate information is obtained of the 
patient under treatment. 

The Laundry is commodious and well ventilated, and 
sufficiently removed from the Hospital to prevent any ill effects 
to the patients from tho fumes generated, there. The drying 
chamber has recently been repaired, and is now in good order, 
and we find that the clothes are as far as possible dried in the 
open air and sunlight, which has a more purifying effect than 
a heated chamber. We were pleased to find that, in connection 
with the Hardwicke Hospital, a hot-air disinfecting chamber 
is being constructed sufficiently largo to allow a person to enter 
for the purpose of arranging clothes on horses or lines, and that 
the infected woollen articles will be submitted to a heat capable 
of effectually destroying tbo germs of disease. 

The nursing staff under tho lady superintendents is efficient, 
and we are glad to be informed that facilities are now afforded 
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Thirty-third Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. 11 

for training student nurses, by which means a great service will 
be rendered to the community at large. 

The expenditure of these Hospitals, as published in our last 
Report, being in excess of the preceding year, we addressed a 
communication to the Governors on this subject, which, with 
their reply, is given, page 19. 


Hardwicke Hospital. 

Thirty patients remained in tins Hospital on the 1st of April, 
1890 ; 503 were admitted during the year ; 453 were discharged ; 
45 died, giving a mortality of 9 per cent, on the total number of 
cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of bods occupied during the year 
was 26'67, and the timo spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 18'26 days. 


Whitworth Hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1890, 41 patients remained in Hospital; 568 
were admitted ; 521 were discharged ; 48 died, giving a mortality 
of 8'41 per cent, on the total number of cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 38-44, and the timo spent in Hospital by each patient 
under treatment averaged 23 days. 


Richmond Hospital. 

There were 57 patients in this Hospital when the year com- 
menced ; 635 were admitted ; 602 were discharged ; 33 died, 
giving a mortality of 519 per cent, on 635 cases treated to a 
termination. 

The avei-age daily number of beds occupied in the j'car was 
53'64 ; and the time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 
28'29 days. 


Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

The requirements of the patients appear to he in every way 
carefully considered and adequately supplied, The wards on the 
day of inspection presented a clean and orderly appearance, and 
the bedclothes were neatly arranged. 

We were informed that the soiled linen is never kept in the 
wards, or in closets, or stored up in the basement, but it is 
removed immediately to the steeping tank outside the Hospital 
buildings, and thence to the laundry. 

We impressed on the officials the advisability of frequently 
inspecting the basement floor to ascertain that this part of the

Hospital is in a sanitary condition. Effluvia from the kitchens, 
cellars, or sculleries, are often unsuspected causes of unhealthiness’ 
for the air supply to the wards is drawn from this source by the 
staircases and along the corridors when the windows are shut 
at night. 

The number of deaths which formerly resulted from puerperal 
fever in this Hospital was considerable, but within recent years 
few deaths have been attributed to this, cause. This is to be 
ascribed to the strict observance of sanitary principles, and to 
the precautions that are taken by all persons attached to the 
Institution in matters of personal cleanliness, as well as in the 
arrangement of the wards, and distribution of the patients. 

As the culinary department is one of the most important parts 
of the general administration of a Hospital, we paid particular 
attention to it, and found it much improved since our last inspec- 
tion. 

The administration of this Institution, the construction of its 
Executive Board, and the arrangements for the election of the 
Master and Assistant Masters have been, for many years, the 
subject of public controversy, the opinion being expressed that 
the existing system of election of the Governors is inconsistent 
with the principles now universally approved for other similar 
Institutions. That feeling has found expression in the withdrawal 
of the annual grant made to this Hospital by the Corporation of 
Dublin; it being felt that the municipality is not justified in 
appropriating the funds of the city to any Institution over whose 
administration it has no control. 

The Board of Governors of the Hospital is limited to a certain 
number, and the selection of members to succeed to vacancies is 
still further closely limited by the requirements of the Charter, 
that every Governor shall be the contributor of a large sum to 
the Hospital funds. Furthermore, the right of electing new 
Governors is vested in the remaining members of the governing 
Board, so that the feeling and policy of these members is neces- 
sarily perpetuated and strengthened by each new election of a 
Governor, and the field of selection is further closely limited 
thereby. 

The system of election of the Master of the Hospital appears 
to us, also, to be not the best, that could be devised. The Master; 
ship is known to be a very valuable preferment, inasmuch as it 
produces usually a large income, gives the occupant a high 
recognised status in the obstetric branch of the medical profession, 
and is held for a period of seven years. 

It is, therefore, anxiously sought for yoars before a vacancy is 
expected to occur, and, inasmuch as the chance of election to the 
office is altogether dependent on the votes of the Governors who 
happen to hold office at the time of such a vacancy, it becomes a 
matter of great personal interest to each candidate for the 
Mastership that the new Governors elected to accruing vacancies 
during the seven years preceding the election shall be personally 
favourable to his claims— a circumstance which cannot fail to 
influence largely the election of such Governors. 
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It is also worthy of grave consideration, whether it is well that 
the responsible control of an important Institution like the 
Rotunda Hospital ought to be intrusted for seven years to any one 
officer. The duty of conducting the treatment of so large a num- 
ber of inmates or supervising their treatment by the assistant 
physicians, of superintending the work of nurses, and the general 
administration of so large an Hospital, and of overseeing the 
* instruction of students and pupil mid wives, would necessarily be 
extremely onerous ; but when, as it always has been, such duties 
are combined with engrossing private practice, which usually 
; necessitates the absence of the Master from the Hospital for a con- 
siderable part of hia time, it is open to consideration whether 
’ such extensive and onerous functions ought not to be divided 
between two equally competent physicians instead of one 
Master. 

We think it worthy of consideration whether it would not be 
advisable that a second physician should be elected at the expira- 
tion of the half term of the seven years, who should carry forward 
the work of the Hospital as chief physician for a further period of 
three and a half years. 

The Board of Superintendence being desirous to preserve the 
. high character of this Institution, make those observations in 
the hope that it may become more efficient, and that it shall con- 
tinue to maintain the position of being the premier Lying-in 
Hospital and School of Midwifery in the Kingdom. 

On the 1st of April, 1890, there wore 30 patients in the labour 
wards; 1,520 were admitted during the year; 1,231 were dis- 
charged after delivery ; 208 were discharged, not having been 
delivered ; 10 died ; and 20 remained in Hospital at the end of 
the year. 

Twenty-five patients remained in the Auxiliary or chronic 
department on the 1st of April, 1890 ; 427 were admitted; 40S 
discharged ; 16 died in the year ended 31st of March, 1891 ; and 
28 then remained. 

The average daily number of bods occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 3121, and that of the chronic class 26'62. 

The time spent in Hospital by labour cases averaged 7'27 
days, and that by the chronic class 21 '49 days. 

The mortality of the labour patients, deducting 298 non- 
. parturient cases was '82 per cent., and that of the chronic class 
3'77 per cent. 


Coombe Lying-in Hospital. . 

The wards in the Maternity department wore clean and well 
ventilated, but we are of opinion that there is not sufficient floor 
space for each bed. We were informed that in the event of 
puerperal fever and similar diseases becoming manifest, the most 
prompt .measures are adopted for preventing the spread of disease, 
and that' after such cases the bedding and bedclothes are carefully 
removed and thoroughly disinfected. ‘ 
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As a school for giving instruction in midwifery and diseases 
peculiar to women it continues to hold a high reputation. 

It is gratifying to state that owing to careful management 
within the last few years the comparatively high expenditure of 
this Institution has been considerably retrenched without lessen- 
in" the necessary comforts of the patients ; and the Guardians and 
Directors have decided that in future the duties of prescribing for 
patients at the Guinness Dispensary, which is part of the Hospi. 
tal, will be discharged by the Resident Medical Staff under the 
direction of the Master, which arrangement will still further 
effect a saving of £100 a year. The Governors appeal- to be using 
efforts to bring the expenditure within proper limits. 

We were sorry to find, that on the day of inspection, the floor 
of the extern department was not clean, which was an exception 
to other parts ot the Hospital. 

Seven labour cases remained in Hospital on the 1st of April, 
18i)0; 580 were admitted during the year; 570 discharged; 1 
died ; and 16 remained at the close of tho year. 

Eighteen patients remained in the chronic wards on the 1st of 
April 1890; 193 were admitted; 199 discharged ; 3 died; 9 re- 
mained at the end of the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year by 
labour cases was 11T5, and by chronic cases 1505. 

The time spent in Hospital by labour patients averaged 6'93 
days, and that by tho chronic class 26 days. 

The mortality of patients admitted to the labour wards 
(deducting 179 that were discharged, not having been delivered) 
was 1 death in 392 cases, or -25 per cent., and for tho chronic 
class 3 deaths, giving a mortality ot 1-48 per cent. 


Incurables. 

The increased accommodation provided by the addition of the 
Jubilee Wing, and the costly structural improvements recently 
carried out, have enabled tho Governors to bring this Institution 
to a high degree of excellence, so as to fulfil its end in the best 
possible manner. 

We were much gratified by the order, regularity, and cleanli- 
ness which prevailed, and by tho kindness and attention bestowed 
on the patients. 

The arrangements for heating and ventilating the wards arc 
most efficient. The bath-rooms, lavatories, and water-closets, are 
of the most approved description. Wo consider the ward kitchens 
well situated, and likely to be extremely convenient to nurses 
and patients. 

All these improvements, including provision for the extinc- 
tion of fire, are admirably adapted to their purposes, and afford 
examples which might be profitably studied by other Hospital 
authorities. 
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One hundred and sixty-five patients remained in Hospital on 
the 1st of April, 1890 ; 62 cases were admitted ; 6 were discharged 
or resigned ; 44 died during the year ; and 177 remained on the 
31st March, 1891. 

The mortality was 88 per cent, on the total number of cases 
treated to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 281'79 

^The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 175'25. 


St. Mark’s Hospital. 

This Hospital continues to be conducted, as far as circum- 
stances will admit, with efficiency, and with much attention to the 
comforts of the patients. The structural defects of the building, 
which we adverted to in previous Reports, and the overcrowding 
of some of the wards, mar to a great extent the working of the 
Hospital. 

The out-patients' department, which is under the same roof as 
the Hospital, is objectionably situated, tor the large, number of 
patients who are here treated on dispensary days must neces- 
sarily taint the atmosphere, and bo a sorious sou res of unheal thineas 
to the inmates of the wards. 

If funds be available, and the adjoining ground can be secured, 
this department, together with the kitchen, offices, and store-rooms, 
should be removed to a detached and separate building, an 
arrangement which would obviate to a great degree a source of 
atmospheric impurity. 

■ With regard to the proposition for the amalgamation of this 
Hospital with the National Eye and Ear Hospital, we have been 
informed that considerable difficulties of a legal nature have been 
found to intervene. 

We consider that any amalgamations which could be made 
of Hospitals treating the same classes of disease in Dublin 
would be a distinct advantage to the citizens. There are bo many 
small Hospitals that the wasto of force and want of economy of 
management is very great. Tho staff of one of these small in- 
stitutions would be quite sufficient to work two or even three 
of them. 

The Board of Superintendence wish that their views on these 
matters should be distinctly known. Vested interests, and the 
special sentiments of individuals, aro tho causes which prevent 
these amalgamations, and we consider that it is our province, as 
a Board of Supervision, to express in the most direct terms our 
opinion in favour of tho coming together of tho governing bodies 
of Hospitals of the same class in order to put aside all prejudices 
and use every effort to combine tho conflicting influences which 
overshadow many things in Iroland, and mar the usefulness of 
many of its institutions. 
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The Board of Superintendence considers that if the Hospital 
authorities will put aside all conflicting feelings, and endeavour 
to work, not side by side, but in conjunction with each other, 
great saving in cost of maintenance will be effected, and the 
Hospitals will be conducted in a manner more consonant with 
the spirit of the times and the dictates of common sense. 

On the 1st of April, 1890, 45 patients were in Hospital ; 644 
were admitted during the year; 646 were discharged; 2. died; 
and 41 then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 4216, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 22'33 days.

Sir, — I am’ directed by the Governors of these hospitals to acquaint 
you for the information of the Board of Superintendence that your 
Chairman's letter of 1th inst., inquiring, “in the event of an outbreak 
of epidemic cholera appearing in Dublin what arrangements can be 
made in the House of Industry Hospitals for the reception and treat- 
ment of such patients affected with tins disease T having been laid 
before my Board at their next ensuing meeting, they referred the 
matter to the physicians for their observations, whose reply, dated 22nd 
ult., has been received, and I am to state that the Board of Governors 
concur in the opinion expressed by the Medical Board on the subject, 
namely, that the wards used from time to time for small-pox, and 
situated apart from the Hardwicko Hospital, should be used for the 
reception of cholera patients in case of an outbreak of that disease. These 
wards are capable of accommodating about 30 patients. Further, that 
in case of a severe epidemic, sheds could be erected in the grounds of 
the Havdwicke Hospital, capable of accommodating many more, and 
these arrangements could bo made without the ordinary admission of 
fever patients to the Hardwicke being in any way interfered ■with.

7<l., a very moderate sum when compared 
with the substantial advantages which it lms gained for the Institution 
and the sick poor relieved at those hospitals, in bringing the nursing 
organisation and arraugmnontS to tlioir present high state of efficiency.
